HAMPTON. The most flagrant instance of Hoke Smith’s misrepresentation at. Augusta was the production of a carefully worded, but meaningless, telegram signed 
by the name of a Mrs. Niles, of Griffin. The evident purpose of this play on Mr. Smith’s part was to create the impression that the Mrs. Niles in question ts the 
same Mrs. Niles who is Mrs. Hampton’s sister. The real Mrs, Niles, the sister of Mrs. Hampton, immediately laid bare the miserable misrepresentation of this Hoke 
Smith effort in the following signed statement, voluntarily furnished The Constitution:

“Georgia, Fulton, County—In person appeared before mie. MRS. MARGARET J. HAMPTON, who, being duly sworn, says: 

“T was born and reared in Dublin, Laurens county, Georgia, and am a daughter of the late Jeremiah H. Yopp, a pioneer citizen of that county, and am related 
to the Stanleys, the Rowes, Chappells and other families of that county. JI married in. Dougherty county, Georgia, and am related by blood, or marriage, to many 
people of Dougherty and Baker counties; among them being the Davis and Collier families of Dougherty, and the Hampton and O'Neal families of Baker. 

“T ama sister to Mrs. C. C. Niles, now residing in Atlanta, Ga., the wife of the late Professor A. B. Niles, of Griffin, Ga., and the mother of the late Chic 
Niles, of Columbus, Ga. I am the widow of John Randolph Hampton, a confederate soldier, who died of a malady superinduced by wounds received at Powell's 


Gap, fighting in the command of General Kirby Smith. 
“As such widow I draw a pension from the state of Georgia, and aside from said pension I have relied, since my husband’s death, on my own earnings to sup- 


port myself, and, while they were living, my two children. 

“In 1893, through the kindness of Hon. L. F. Livingston, I obtained a permanent clerkship, at $50 per month, in the patent office at Washington. 

“Subsequently I was transferred by Mr. Hoke Smith to the Census Bureau, for the purpose of giving my position in the patent office to one of his friends, Mr. 
Smith giving his assurance, at the time said change was made, that he would see that I was provided for when the census closed. 

“Two years before the census closed, and while absent by Mr. Hoke Smith’s permission, in attendance at the death bed of my only surviving daughter, I re- 
ceived a letter that I would be dismissed. This letter was handed to me and opened in my daughter’s presence. She noticed immediately the look of added trouble that 


came into my face, and implored me to know the ¢ause, and, to quiet her, I was forced to tell. 
“With tears in her eyes, she said: 
“ ‘Mother, write at once to Mr. Smith and tell him that your dying girl begs him not to dismiss her mother, for she has no home open to her and no work to re- 


turn to, and he will not refuse-you.’ 
“These were her exact and last words to me, and it was under the inspiration of this that I, sitting at her bedside, wrote’ to Mr. Hoke Smith, telling him the

circumstances and begging him to allow me to retain my place, and reminding him of his promise. 


“To this letter I never received a reply, but a few weeks thereafter, and without any complaint from any source whatever hiving been made about my work, 
my formal dismissal was placed on my desk. ? 


“Immediately I sought and importuned at Mr. Hoke Smith’s office an interview with him, which was flatly refused; whereupon, in despair, I begged at. his 


home for an audience, which was denied me—Mr. Hoke Smith sending me word by his negro valet that he was ‘making his toilet and to excuse him.’ 
“How I left the room I never knew, but when J] regained my consciousness I was on the steps of his residence, when and where I registered a vow, recalling his 
broken promise, his refusal to accord me even the civility of an interview, something which no southern gentleman would have denied a lady, that if Mr. Hoke Smith 


should ever seek the votes of my people in Georgia that I would tell them of his treatment of me. 
“Prior to my discharge, Mr. Hoke Smith had given places to negroes the like of which were being filled by white people, and subsequent to my dismissal negroes 


were doing the same work in the Interior Department that was being done by white people. (Signed) MARGARET J. HAMPTON.

Dwellings Abandoned. 

The dwellings in the city have practi- 
cally been abandoned and the people are 
existing as best they can in the plazas 
and streets of the city and the hills 
adjacent to it, without shelter from 
storm or sun, and with famine confront- 
ing them. Food Is scarce and high, Wa- 
ter for drinking purposes is lacking, and 
disease is feared. The government fs do- 
ing all it:can do to bring relief... The 
crippling BAe the railroads leading into 
Valparaiso constitutes a serious factor 
in the situation, as for an Indefinite pe- 
riod relief supplies can only be obtained 
through other means of transportation, 
the seaboard affording the best of these.

St. Petersburg, August 19.—A call to 
an uncompromising war with terrorism 
and revolution in Poland was sounded 
in the imperial telegram of cong@ratula- 
tion to Governor General Skallon, of 
Warsaw, on his escape from the bombs 
of would-be assassins at Warsaw Sat- 
urday.

Atlantic City, Auwgust 19.—The 
ference of lawyers and officials repre- 
senting the railroads east of the Missis- 
Sippi and .south of the New England 
States, which has been in session here 
five days, studying the provisions of the 
railroad bill, which goes into effect Au- 
gust 29, adjourned last night.

N. D. G., Rose Hill, Miss.—I have about 
seventy acres of uncleared swamp land, 
with good wate) through It. I am think- 
ing of having timber removed or dead- 
ened, and set ih Bermuda grass *for 

sture. 
ee advise me which kind of 
stock you think would pay best--to raise 
mules or horses, cows or sheep? I will 
have a cotton farm adjoining the pasture, 
and would like to make enodtgh from 
pasture each year to pay expenses of 
the farm. Inclose a clipping from a farm 
paper on “Sheep in the South.” 

2 Do you think they could be made 
to pay even one-half what the editor 
claims ($30 per acre), with ordinary care? 
If so, they would pay best, and what 
breed would you recommend? 

Answer—!. Which particular kind of 
live stock would pay best. would depend 
on conditions, very few of which you 
have stated {n your ietter. A very im- 
portant factor of success is what is call- 
ed the “personal equation,’ |. e., the 
tastes, habits, qualifications and @xperi- 
ence of the owner or manager. We 
know that the breeding and feeding of 
each of the kinds of animals 1s profitable 
under «proper conditions, else no one 
would undertake the business. As be- 
tween. horse and mule breeding the ad- 
vantage would probably be {fn faver of 
the last named, as mules do not require 
so high degree of skiil, mature earlier 
and sell higher—unless you shall breed the 
finer breeds of horses. If you will take 
steps to get rid of cattle ticks, the grow- 
ing of beef cattle Is considered a promis- 
ing, coming Industry of the south. The 
rearing of sheep is perhaps the most 
doubtful. On the whole, I am inclined to 
advise cattle, mules and hogs as.a com- 
bination.
